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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed July 16, 2007. 
Accordingly, claims 1, 3, 11, 12 and 21 were amended, and claims 9, 10, 19 and 

20 were cancelled. Currently, claims 1-8, 11-18 and 21 are pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the title : change the title as "Backlight device comprising a printing portion 
made of colorless ink for preventing a bright line and liquid crystal display device having 
the same." 


Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 1 1-18 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly suggests or shows all of the limitations as claimed. Specifically, 

Re claimis 1 , 3, 1 1 , 12 and 21 , none of the prior art of record discloses, in 
combination with other limitations as claimed, a backlight device for use in a liquid 
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crystal display device comprising at least one of an entire edge portion of the diffusing 
sheet adjacent to the lamp, an entire edge portion of the protecting sheet adjacent to 
the lamp, or an entire edge portion of the reflector includes a printing portion made of 
colorless ink containing a light scattering agent such that light reflected from a bottom 
surface of the display device that causes constructive interference with light emitting 
from the lamp is scattered thereby preventing a bright line on the display device and the 
printing portion is formed as a single body. 

The most relevant reference, US 6,219,117 B1 to Nagakubo et al. (Nagakubo), 
fails to disclose or suggest the claimed invention. As shown in Fig. 3 of Nagakubo, an 
entire edge portion B of the diffusing sheet 4 includes a printing portion 4a made of ink 
having white material containing a light scattering agent (col. 7, lines 22-47); however, 
the printing portion is not made of colorless ink and is not formed as a single body on 
the entire edge portion.
